All which he had requeſted as the juſt Rights and Privileges of the Freemen of Pennſy/- 
wvania, derived and confirmed to them by the Charters and Laws of the Province. And 
that the Governor was pleaſed to ſay, that he not only confirmed thoſe Rights and Privileges 

to the Houſe, but ſhould be always ready to confirm any others that they were intitled by 
Law to demand. And likewiſe that the Governor acquainted the Houle, that, by the Time 
they had taken their reſpective Qualifications, he ſhould have ſomething ready to communi- 
cate to them, and ſhould therefore again require their Attendance by the Secretary,

© You are ſenſible, that many Things have happened ſince the Retreat from the Forks of

* ſibly imagine ; as they are well informed of the flouriſhing State of theſe Colonies, of the 
Numbers of Men they are capable of raiſing, and had great Reaſon to expect, that in a

* From the Letters and Intelligence I have ordered to be laid before you, it will appear

© received an additional Number of Cannon; that their Upper Forts are alſo well garriſoned 
and provided, and that they are making a Settlement of Three Hundred Families in the 
Country of the Tuightwees, at the South-weſt End of the Lake Erie.

From thoſe Papers you will likewiſe be informed, of the Uſe they have made of their 
© laſt Year's Succeſs among the Indians of the Six Nations, having prevailed with many of 
them to remove to Canada, who will either be neuter in the preſent Diſpute, or take up 
Arms againſt us, while ſuch few of the Indians, as {till retain their Attachment to the Eng- 
© liſh, dare not be active for us, till they ſee a Force in the Field ſuperior to that of the 
French; and if that be not ſoon, they will certainly give up our Cauſe, and embrace the 
* tempting Offers made them by the French. "tv 


Gentlemen, It is now ſeveral Years fince the French undertook this Expedition, and we 
* have long had full Intelligence of their Deſigns, and of the Steps they have taken to carry 
them into Execution; their Progreſs indeed has been very ſurprizing, owing chiefly to the 


Inactivity of the Engh;/b Colonies, who, I am ſorry to ſay, have looked with too much In- 


difference upon an Affair that muſt end in their Ruin, if not timely prevented. 


When you have maturely conſidered the Conduct of the French upon the preſent Oc- 
* cafion, and obſerved the Steadineſs with which they have purſued a well-laid Plan, you 
* cannot doubt but very conſiderable Men have been concerned in the Formation of this

It appears that the Caſe, thus lated to the Attorney General, regards only Emiſſions of Bills 
of Credit on common and ordinary Occaſions ; and, in our Opinion, very little, if at all, affects 
the preſent Bill: And it is remarkable, that there is not the leaſt Notice taken of the AF for grant- 
ing Five Thouſand Pounds for the King's Uſe, which Governor Thomas paſſed without a ſuſpend- 
ing Clauſe, by extending this very Exciſe Act for Ten Tears; which we have now again extended

* Time to Time may require, but by eſtabliſhing a regular Militia within this Province, and 
providing Arms and Stores of War, and building proper Magazines in the moſt conveni- 
ent Places: All theſe Things they deſire may be done in fuch Manner as to be teaſt bur- 
* thenſome to the Inhabitants, and particularly ſo as not to oblige any Perfons to bear Artns, 
* who are or may be confcientiouſly ſcrupulous againſt it. 


© This, Gentlemen, in Purſuance of my Inſtructions from the Proprietaries, I now? ear- 
* neſtly recommend to you to do with all imaginable Diſpatch, as this Province nevet was in 
* more imminent Danger than it is at preſent, having, as you know, a very large Body af 
* French Troops in the Back Parts of it, affiſted by great Numbers of 1n4atr in their Abi- 
* ance, and the Government without Men acquainted with military Diſcipline, Arms, ox 
* Ammunition, And as His Majeſty and His Miniſters, as well as the Proprietaries, de- 
* pend upon me to give them true and exact Accounts of the State and Circumſtances of the 
Province committed to my Care, I muſt deſire you will give me a clear and determinate 
* Anſwer to this Point, that I may be able to lay the fame before His Majeſty in ſuch a 
Manner as may make the Interpoſition of Parliament entirely unneceſſary. 


Gentlemen, While I had your Meſſage of the Twentieth Inſtant under my Confideration, 
© and was preparing the foregoing Anſwer to it, I received yours of the Twenty-firſt, in 
© Anſwer to mine of the Nineteenth, accompanying Sir Thomas Robinſon's Letter of the 
© F'wenty-fixth of Oober laſt; and am really concern'd to find, that inſtead of providing 
* for the Articles of Expence recommended to you by His Majeſty, in a Manner agreeable 
to His Royal Directions, you inſiſt on my paſſing the Bill in the Shape you have fent it up, 
* which I before informed you I could by no Means do, as being contrary to renting =1 
© Inſtruction, and now again aſſure you, that I will not aſſent to that ot any other Bill for 
© emitting Paper Money, but upon the Terms above-mentioned. ee | 
And here, Gentlemen, I think It neceſſary to fay, that there are ſome other Matters in 
_ © your Bill, which would have merited my further Confideration, but I was unwilling to 
mention any Thing that might impede His Majeſty's Service. 


I cannot but obſerve by the Minutes of Council, that a Diſpute ſubſiſted between you 
© and the late Governor upon this very Head, for a conſiderable Time, which might cer- 
* tainly have received His Majeſty's Determination, had you applied for it; and am very ſor- 
ry that ſuch a Diſpute ſhould be reviv'd in the very Beginning of my Adminiſtration, and 
© at a Time when the common Safety requires that we ſhould lay aſide all other Conſidera- 
© tions but our preſent imminent Danger, and riſe up as one Man to drive the French frb 
our Borders, and ſecure our Country againſt their Incroachmeats for tlie future. 7 


Was there no other Method of raiſing Money for the preſent Set vice, but that you have 
* propoſed and inſiſted upon, your Conduct might appear in a more favourable Light. But 
© as you now have, or ought to have, by the Laws in Being, in Bank, between Fourteen

The Governor, by the Secretary, ſent down to the Houſe a Meſſage, in Writing, and the 
Examinations of two French Deſerters, taken before the Chief Juſtice, which were read ; 
and the Meſſage is as follows, viz. | 


GENTLEMEN, - A 
e I N Anſwer to your Meſſage of the Twenty-ſixth Inſtant, I think it neceſſary to obſerve, 
© that though the Houſe of Commons have certainly a Right to addreſs the Crown for 
© Information, and tho' former Governors of this Province, when they thought it neceſſary, have 
© laid particular Inſtructions before the Aſſemblies, 8 it does not from thence appear, that 
you have a Right to have all the Governor's Inſtructions laid before you, whenever you 
think proper to demand them; and I am ſtill of Opinion, that your Application for that 
Purpoſe is irregular and unprecedented, 25 | . 


© It is certainly true that J have Proprietary Inſtructions, as I am informed all Governors, 
© from the firſt Settlement of the Province, have conſtantly had; and indeed it could not 
© be otherwiſe, ſeeing the Proprietaries are anſwerable for the Conduct, and bound by the 
Acts, of their Governors. But I cannot think it at this Time for his Majeſty's Service, 
* or the Intereſt of this Province, to communicate them to you, further than I have already 
done; eſpecially as you claim it as a Right, and ſeem induſtriouſly to ſeek for theſe In- 
* ſtrutions, as a freſh Matter to diſpute upon, when the Publick Service requires that, you 
ſhould be otherwiſe employed; and as you expreſs ſo great a Diſlike to Proprietary Inſtruc-

13. We are far from defiring to avoid contribut- 
ing to any publick Expence which it is reaſonable we 
ſhould bear a Part of, altho" our Eflate is not, by 
Law, liable to be taxed. As we already have been, 
fo we doubt not we always ſhall be, at a far greater 
Expence in attending the Affairs of the Province, 
than our Eſtate could be taxed at, if all the Eſtates 


in the Province were rated to the Publick Charges, 


which would be the only fair Way of eſtabliſhing a 
Proportion. If we were willing to conſent to any ſuch

i he does not certainly know, that the King has not a more loyal People among all his Sub-.

have interfer'd with the Paſſing of Acts, they have been repeatedly and unanimouſly reſolv'd 
by the Council and Repreſentatives of this Province © void in themſelves,” and © an In- 
fringement upon the Privileges granted by Charter to the People of this Province.”

The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, It is certainly true, that he has Proprietary Inſtructions, 
< as he is informed all Governors, from the firſt Settlement of the Province, have conſtantly 
* had.” Yet as Sir William Keith informs us, that he was obliged, in the Penalty of 
« One Thouſand Pounds Sterling, for R eaſons beſt known to thoſe who took ſuch Precautions 
* as were never uſed before; we may preſume, whatever Inſtructions had been given to 
former Governors, he was the Firſt who entered into penal Bonds for the true Performance 
of them. Here we think we may ſafely leave the Conſideration of Proprietary Inſtructions 
for the preſent, and we hope what we have ſaid on this Head will anſwer all the Objections 
ariſing from the Royal Inſtruction to Colonel Thomas, until the Governor may be pleaſed to 
convince us, that the Proprietary Inſtructions are not the principal or ſole Obſtruction to the

In Anſwer to that Part of the Proprietary Inſtructions, the Governor has ſo chearfully laid 
before us, which we acknowledge to be an Act of Juftice, for which we return him our 
Thanks, we beg Leave to ſay, that as it requires Money to be levied upon the People for pro- 
viding Arms and Stores of War, and building Magazines, we are of Opinion it may be time 
enough to deliberate upon it, when we are informed how far he is at Liberty by his Inſtructions

125 ts are ſecured, we cannot doubt all will riſe up as one Man in Behalf of our King, our 
Country, and our Charters, according to our ſeveral Stations and Abilities, 


We are really at a Loſs what to think of the Governor's, Computation, either of our 
annual Revenues, or the Money due to the Province, which he is pleaſed to fay, is be- 
tween Fourteen and Fifteen Thouſand Pounds, befides an Income of Seven Thouſand Pounds 
2 Annum. This appears ſo extremely inaccurate, that we cannot imagine how that 

omputation ſhould ariſe ; for on a bare Inſpection of our laſt Year's Accounts, there re- 
mained then outſtanding, on all the Mortgages, no more than Eight Thouſand Four Hun- 
dred Sixty Pounds, Twelve Shillings, and Three-pence, and a Ballance in the Truſtees Hands 
of One Thouſand Two Hundred Fifty-frve Pounds, Three Shillings, and Five-pence ; and 
in the Hands of the Provincial Treaſurer, Four Hundred Sixty-two Pounds, Ten Shillings, 
and Ten-pence, Three Farthings ; in the whole, Ten Thouſand, One Hundred Seventy-eight 
Pounds, Six Shwlings, and Six-pence, Three Farthings : Out of which Sum, one Year's In- 
tereſt ought to be deducted by the legal Allowance, which reduces the whole to about Sever 
Thouſand Pounds, at that Settlement. Since which, it cannot be unknown to the Gover- 
nor, What very large Sums we have paid for the Support of Government, and for Indiau 
and other Expences, by which Means, our Treaſury and Loan-Office are almoſt quite ex- 
hauſted. But admitting the Governor's Computation in all its Extent, if Twenty Thouſand 
Pounds, as he is pleaſed to inform us, will go but a very little Way to raiſe and maintain ſuch 
Troops as he may think neceſſary, and without which we had better, in his Opinion, do 
nothing at all, how can the inconſiderable Sum we have any Power over, anſwer his De- 
mands, tho* we ſhould ruin the Perſons now outſtanding in our Loan-Office, by the imme- 
diate Sale of their Lands? We are unwilling to make any further Remarks on this Head, 
which has, we find, been heretofore inſiſted upon by our late Governor, but carries with 
it, as we conceive, ſuch Appearances of Severity, without anſwering any good Purpoſe, that 
we think it our indiſpenſible Duty to oppoſe it, as far as in Juſtice we may; and now more 
eſpecially, when we have offered a Bill which would raiſe a generous Sum of Money imme- 
diately, for the Uſe of the Crown, in a Manner that would be moſt eaſy and moſt agreea- 
ble to us all. Whilſt we are upon this Article, as the Governor mult be in a great Meaſure 
a Stranger to our Accounts, we take the Liberty to remark, that the Proprietary Patents 
make, as we are inform'd by the Truſtees, near one Half of the Mortgages now outſtanding. 
Theſe, after paying for their Lands out of the Money borrowed from the Province, are to 
improve them with the Remainder, if any; and as they mult have Shelter for themſelves 
at leaſt, however mean, and ſome Land cleared for their Subſiſtence, it neceſſarily puts them 
in Arrears, let them be ever ſo honeſt and induſtrious ; whilſt the Purchaſes * ſuch their 
Lands are conſtantly comply'd with on granting the Patents, the Bulk of which, we pre- 
ſume, may have been remitted to Great-Britain, and makes a very ſenſible Diminution of 
the Silver and Gold current among us: So that all Ranks of People, however flouriſhing the 
Governor may be pleaſed to repreſent us, complain juſtly for Want of a due Medium to 
carry on our Trade: But as this Enquiry is not immediately before us, we ſhall at preſent 
leave it, and proceed to inform the Governor yet farther, that his Computation of our an- 
nual Income is alſo too high; for as our Exciſe, cammunibus Anns, yields about Three Thou- 


| ſand Pounds (out of which Five Hundred Pounds is yearly applied towards ſinking the Sum 


of 


7 of the Manner of raiſing ſuch Monies. And when theſe our Civil and Religious 
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1755. of Five Thouſand Pounds, heretofore granted to the King's Uſe) the Intereſt payable into the 

Lan- Office is much about the ſame Sum: And his Error in the laſt Article, we preſume, 
might ariſe, upon a Suppoſal that our whole Principal Sum of Erghty Thouſand Pounds, was 
always yielding an Intereſt ; - but this has ever been found impracticable, as conſiderable 
Sums muſt be continually changing Hands, by Virtue of our re-emitting Acts. Beſides 
which, the Province has, ont of that Principal Sum, lent conſiderable Parts of it, without 
yielding any Intereſt at all; and particularly a Debt from the City of Philadelphia, ſtill due 
upon the firſt and ſecond Thirty Thouſand Ponnds Acts, long ſince expired. And until that 
is in our Hands, it would be unjuſt to compute an Intereſt ariſing from it, or upbraid us with 
it, as Money which ought to have been in our Hands by Law, whilſt ſome may think we 

have no Power to ſue for it by the Laws in Being. | 


The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, that he cahnot conſent to paſs our Bill for granting 
% Twenty Thouſand Pounds for the King's Uſe, it being a direct Breach of a Royal Inſtruc- 
© tion, intended to enforce an Act of Parliament of the Sixth of Queen AxxE, which we 
* know has been ſhamefully ſlighted and diſregarded in this and the neighbouring Pro- 
© vinces.”— The neighbouring Provinces muſt anſwer for themſelves ; but ſo far as regards 
this Colony, we find, by the Votes of the Houſe, that whilſt Colonel Thomas had the Act 
before him, for emitting and re-emitting Eighty Thouſand Pounds, this very Act of the Sixth 
of Queen ANNE was conſidered, debated, and ſo fully explained, that altho' Exchange was 
then higher than at this Time, he (who was undoubtedly under the ſame Oaths and Bonds to 
obſerve the Acts of Trade with our preſent Governor) after mature Deliberation, gave his 
Aſſent to that Act on the Nineteenth of May, 1739; which, after having been recom- 
mended by the Merchants in England trading to this Province, as an Act not only rea- 
ſonable, but likewiſe neceflary tor carrying on the Commerce of this Country,” the King 
was pleaſed to confirm it in a full Council on the Twelfth Day of May following, What 
then the Governor does, or can mean, by ſaying, we know that this Proviice has ſhame- 
fully lighted a Royal Inſtruction, intended to enforce an Act of the Sixth of Queen Anne, 
is what we are intirely at a Loſs to imagine ; neither can we conceive any good Reaſon, 
why our Governor ſhould chuſe to call our Bill for granting Twenty Thouſand Pounds for the 
King's Uſe, a Bill for ſtriking Forty Thouſand Pounds, without any further Explanation, 
tho” that Bill had been N under his Conſideration. It would be, perhaps, too un- 
kind to ſuppoſe, as the Bill itſelf, and the Contents of it, would in all Probability be un- 
known to our Superiors, further than the Grant to the Crown, he could have the leaſt In- 
tention to miſrepreſent the Purport of it, and for this Reaſon we leave it intirely to his own 
Reflection. The Title of that Bill is, An Act for ſtriking Forty Thouſand Pounds in Bills 
of Credit, and for granting Twenty Thouſand Pounds thereof to the King's Uſe, and to 
provide a Fund for finking the ſame ; and for applying the Remainder to the Exchange of torn 
and ragged Bills now current in this Province; and the Governor well knows, it adds no 
more to our Paper Currency than the very Twenty Thouſand Pounds granted the King, 
and even that ſtruck for no other Reaſon than to anſwer the immediate Call of the Crown, 
and to make the Grant effectual. | | | 


The Governor has been pleaſed nooner to inform us, That the French ha#e already

conſtantly conſidered, and called in Great-Britain, an Invaſion upon his Majeſty's Territory 
of Virginia, And we have now before us a Map, which we have good Reaſon to believe 
was made from Intelligences and Draughts, ſupplied by the Board of Trade, and by our Pro- 
prietaries; by which Map it appears that oy Fm built by the French, either on Buffalo 
River, or on the Obio, are beyond the Weſtern Boundaries of Pennſylvania ; and we preſurac 
the King may have granted large Tracts of Land to the Eaſtward of the Fort the French 
have built at the Forks of Mobongabela: But whether this Map prove true or otherwiſe, or 
whether our Weſtern Boundaries are rightly adjuſted by it, cannot immediately concern us, 
till they are undoubtedly aſcertained and agreed to ; for till then the Earl of Holderneſſe, by 
his Letter of the Twenty-eighth of Augu/t, 1753, to which Sir Thomas Robinſon's two 
Letters expreſly refer, has ſo minutely ſet down, and ſo carefully guarded the Terms upon 
which each Colony is to aCt in Regard to the French Encroachments, that we cannot think 
it would be prudent, or anſwer any good Purpoſe, to contravene them, whilſt the Crowns 
of Great-Britain and France continue in Amity with each other ; and eſpecially as our King 
has now graciouſly interpoſed, and is certainly the moſt proper Judge of the Limits of his 
own Dominions in America. And therefore we think the Governor and ourſelves may ſafe- 
ly leave it under that Direction, without engaging ourſelves in any Diſpute, which can or 


may ariſe concerning the Rights of the Crown, or the Property our Proprietaries may claim 
in thoſe Eands. 


The 
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The Intelligence the Governor has lately received and laid before us, upon the Hearſay of 


One, and on the Depoſition of another French Deſerter, is unexpected, and indeed wonder- 
ful. It really appears ſo to us, that nigh Six Thouſand of the beſt Troops of France ſhould 
arrive, in Six Men of War, in the River St. Lawrence, and after aſcendirig that River and 
the Lakes, ſhould be now actually at the Lower Fort upon the Ohio; that they ſhould be 
able to carry with them a ſufficient Quantity of Proviſions and other Neceſlaries, for fo 
large a Body of Forces, to ſuſtain and accommodate them through the Winter in that un- 
cultivated Country, and all this without the leaſt, Account of theit Embarkation in Europe, 
and without the leaſt Intelligence of their Paſſage or Arrival at the Place of their Deſtination, 
from any of the other Colonies, or from our own Back Settlements, from whence the Go- 
vernor has been pleaſed to lay before us very late Letters and Accounts. It is true, theſe De- 
poſitions are made in a very critical Juncture, but they cannot have the ſame Force as they 
ought to carry with them, had the ſame Accounts been tranſmitted to us from Oſwego, near 
which they muſt neceſſarily have paſſed, and from whence we receiv'd very minute Ac- 
counts of the Paſſage of the French Forces, who firſt laid the Foundations of their Strength 
upon the Ohio, Nevertheleſs, as we have no Inclination nor any Intereſt in diſcrediting the 
Report, or diminiſhing the Numbers of .the French there; which we acknowledge is abun- 
dantly too great, and has juſtly alarmed the Britiſb Nation, we ſhall leave the Arrival of 
theſe Forces, as well as Quality of them, upon their own Evidence: | 


We have now extended our Remarks upon the Governor's Meſſages to a much greater 
Length than we could have wiſhed or deſired, eſpecially as by thoſe Meſſages we find he is 
determined not to give his Aſſent to our Bill; and yet we entreat his Patience a little longer, 
to remark upon the Royal Inſtruction to Colonel Thomas, in 1740, and that to Sir Milliam 
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Keith, in 1723. In reſpe& to this laſt, our late Governor was pleaſed to inform us, ©* that 


he had cauſed the Minutes of Council, and all the Papers in that Office, to be very carefully 
inſpected, without being able to diſcover the leaſt Footſteps of that, or any other Inſtruction 
to the like Purpoſe; which appears truly ſurprizing to us, who had Reaſon to ſuppole that 
Sir William Keith's Meſſage to the Aſſembly, on the Seventh of May, 1724, ought to ap- 
pear upon the Minutes of Council; in which he ſays, * Herewith I ſend you the Peruſal of 
can original Inſtruction, which I have received from the Crown, in Relation to the Pa- 
% ſing of private Acts of Aſſembly in this Province, by which I conceive is meant Acts re- 
de lating to Privileges or Advantages granted to particular Perſons, and not to the Publick 
* in general; and J judge it will be proper for you to cauſe a Copy of it to be enter'd upon 
« your Journals, for your better Information in Caſes of that Nature.” And accordingly 
it is entet d upon our Minutes of that Date. Now altho! we have Reaſon to think, from 
what has been remarked by our former Aſſemblies, that the Inſtruction to Colonel Thomas, 
in 1740, has, in a great Meaſure, if not wholly, anſwered all the Purpoſes for which it was 
iſſued; and becauſe the ſame Houſe of Commons, who had before addreſſed the Crown, 
tho' requeſted by the Board of Trade, that they would again interfere, that his Majeſty would 
repeat his Orders to his Governors of Plantations for that Purpoſe, bave never done it, that 
we can learn; and becauſe now, through a Succeſſion of two Governors, who have fince 


received the Royal Approbation, upon their Appointment to the Government of this Pro- 


vince, no other or further Inſtructions have been given to either of them, but the Inſtruc- 
tion of 1723, equally unlimited by Time, and equally binding on the Commander in Chief 
for the Time being, remains in its full Force, without any Act of Parliament, or any other 
Act of Government that we know of, either to abate its Operation, or to ſupply the End of 
it, Nevertheleſs, we are under a Neceflity of informing the Governor, tho' with great Re- 
luctance, that in the Year 1735, Governor Gordon paſſed an Act for veſting more effectually 
certain Lands in George M*Call, in direct Contradiction to that Inſtruction, without the leaſt 
Mention of a ſuſpending Clauſe, 


As we have Reaſon to believe the Aſſembly was then acquainted with that Inſtruction, and 
as the Bill particularly related to our Honourable Proprietaries, our laſt Aſſembly, notwith- 
ſtanding the indiſcreet Call upon them, contented themſelves, from Motives of Prudence 
and Moderation, with barely pointing out this Tranſaction, in Hopes our honourable Pro- 

rietaries would ſee themſelves at leaſt equally concerned with the Repreſentatives of the 
People both in Fact and Right, and thereby might be induced to join cordially with the 


People of this Province, in vindicating our Charter from the continual Infraction of ſuch ._ 


Inſtructions ; which, it they muſt operate in the Manner the Governor is pleaſed to con- 


tend for, and our Proprietary Inſtructions mult be binding upon us alſo, the Rights derived 
to us by the Royal Charter is a Name only, whilſt the very Eſſence of it is effectually de- 
ſtroy'd : Under the Sanction of which Charter, a ſober induſtrious People, without any 
Charge to the Crown or the Proprietary, firſt ſettled this Wilderneſs, and by their Fruzality, 
and the Equity of their Laws, laid the Foundation of a flouriſhing Colony, which already, 


within the ordinary Life of a Man, has made a conſiderable Addition to the Dominions of 
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1755. the Crown, by an Increaſe of dutiful ary 29 Subjects, and bears no mean Rank in contri-

Whether the above Act for granting Five Thouſand Pounds for the King's Uſe, or the Act

| © You certainly do not underſtand, or do miſrepreſent, my laſt Meſſage, or you could ne-

i Uſe,” when I never ſo much as told you, that 1 had any ſuch; or charge me with repre- 
* ſenting your Application for thoſe Inſtructions, “ as having a Tendency to alienate the Af- 
s fections of the People from his eK Perſon and Government;“ neither the one or the 
* other having any Foundation, there being nothing in my Meſſages that, by the moſt

© their Affection? And is not that dangerous at all Times, but more eſpecially ſo at this 
Juncture, when his Majeſty expects the Aſſiſtance of all his Subjects for their own De-

© nion, very extraordinary, as I had told you, that I could not paſs that Bill, becauſe it was 
* contrary to the King's Inſtruction; this Treatment from one Branch of a Legiſlature to 
another, may be quite conſiſtent with the Privileges you claim, for any Thing I know, 
but I muſt take the Liberty to ſay, they are not conſiſtent with Decency, Prudence, nor

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is known to you, and every One, that Spaniſh Pieces of Eight do now, and for a Number 
of Years have paſſed, and been current, at Seven Sbillings and Six-pence, when that Act 
requires, that they ſhould paſs for Six Sbillings only, and that other Coins are current near] 

in the ſame Proportion; from whence it appears, that tho' you call your Paper Bills Mo- 
ney according to Queen Axx Rs Proclamation, it is really not ſo, but Twenty-five per 
Cent. worſe ; and as this is directly contrary to the expreſs Words, and true Intent and 


Meaning of that Act, I was right in ſaying, © that the Act itlelf, and the Royal Inſtruc- 


tion to enforce it, had been ſhamefully ſlighted and diſregarded,” as neither the one or the 
other have had the proper Obedience paid to them within this Province. 


I took my Calculation of the Revenue, and of the Money you have in Hand, from 
your own printed Minutes ; and I have now re-examined the Accounts, and find, that 


you have a Revenue of Sever Thauſand Three Hundred ani Eighty-one Pound, atiſing from 
the Intereſt of the Paper Money and the Exciſc, clear of the ve Hundred Pounds a Year; 
towards ſinking Five Thouſand Pounds, formerly given to the King's Ule.—And that the 


Sums due, and which, by the Las in Being, ſhould have been in Hand on the Fifteenth 
of September laſt, amount to at leaſt Fourteen Thouſand Pounds. I have ordered the Cal- 
culations, from which I have taken thoſe- Sums, to be laid before you, that, if I am 


wrong, you may point out wherein Jam ſo, I did not mean to upbraid you on account 


of the Sum of Three Hundred and Forty-three Pounds, Ten Shillings, due from the City of 
Philadelphia, the Intereſt whereof, was it ta be paid, would only amount to Seventeen 
Pounds, Three Slillings and Six-pence, which I find to be the only Sum lent out that does 
not bear an Intereſt, and is in itſelf ſo u:fling, that I am ſurpriz'd to find it mentioned in 
ſuch a Manner, 


Upon the whole, Gentlemen, I {hall have no Reaſon to fear the Cenſure of his Ma- 
jeſty, or a Britiſh Parliament, or be aſham'd of the Part I have ated, when the Proceed- 
ings of this Seſſion come under their Conſideration ; fince by them it will appear, that I 
have from Time to Time reprefented ts you the Dunger to which this Country ſtands ex- 
poſed, the Progreſs the French have m de, the Incre. ſc of their Numbers, and every Thing 
elſe that might induce you to act with Vigour ; that I have laid his Majeſty's Commands 
before you, and repeatedly called upon you to grant the Supplies expected from us by the 


Crown, and to — the Province into a Poſture of Defence, and to avoid every Thing that 


might admit of Diſpute. 


And from your ſevera! Meſſages it will fully appear, that inſtead of doing what the 
Safety of your Country, and his viaj-ſty's Service requir'd, you have induſtriouſly engag'd 


in a Conteſt about the Force of a %oyal Inſtruction relating to Paper Money; have enter'd' 


into unſeaſonable Reſolutions with regard to Proprietary Inſtructions, without knowing 
what they are; and becauſe I do not communicate to you what you have no Right to de- 
mand, you are pleaſed to make that an Excuſe for not putting this Province into a Poſture 
of Defence, and chooſe to leave this rich and plentiful Country, fituated in the Center of 
his Majeſty's Dominions, naked and open to the Attacks of the French, without a Mili- 
tia, or any one Thing neceflary for its Security, It will alſo appear, that at this critical 
Juncture, when it is the Duty of every Man to exert himſelf to the utmoſt of his Abilities, 

ou propoſed only Twenty 7 houſand Pounds, this Currency, which is not Two Pence in the 
Res upon the juſt and real Value of Eſtates in this Province; and this you call a gene- 
rous Sum, though you muſt be ſenſible, it is very inſufficient to anſwer the preſent Exi- 
gency ; and even this you refuſe to give upon any Terms, but ſuch as are directly contrary

te o anſwer the preſent Exigency. What the Governor may think ſufficient, is as much a 
Myſtery to us, as he may apprehend his Proprietary Inſtructions are; but, we preſume, it may 
be ſufficient for all the Purpoſes in Sir Thomas Robinſon's laſt Letter, and as much or more 
than, we think, can be reaſonably expected from us. How the Governor became ſo ſuddenly ac- 
quainted with the real Value of our Eſtates, is not eaſy to toncerve ; but we know from long 
Experience, having many of us received our Birth in this Province, that the Inhabitants are 
not generally wealthy er rich, tho we believe them to be, in the Main, Frugal and induſtricus, 
yet it is evident that their Lands are greatly encumber'd with their Debts to the Publick. From 
theſe Conſiderations, we are obliged to think the Governor's Eſtimation of our Wealth is un- 
doubtedly too high, unleſs he includes the Value of the Proprietary Lands; for, by the Report 
of a Committee of Aſſembly in Auguſt, 1752, it appears, that the Taxables of this Province 
did not exceed Twenty-two Thouſand ; and the Grant we have offered of Twenty Thouſand 
Pounds, from the beſt Calculations we can make, doth at leafl amount to five times the Sum that 
hath ever been raiſed by a Two-penny Tax thro' this Province, As wwe think the Governor 
cannot be a competent Judge of the real Value of our Eſtates, in this little Time of his Admi- 
niſtration, and as we have now ſubmitted our Cauſe to higher Determination, we conceive our- 
ſelves leſs concerned in his Computations of our Eſtates, whatever they may be. 


The Governor is pleaſed to inform us, © that the Proprietaries are too nearly intereſted in the 
Proſperity of this Country, to do any Thing to its Prejudice, and he ſhould have imagined that 
the People could not now ſtand in Need of any Proofs of the Proprietary Affection, or ſuſpett 
them of having any Deſigns to invaae their zuſt Rights and Privileges, which, he is confident, 
they deteſt and abbor.

conſiderably more than they ought ; that ſome of the Tanners alſo ſell their Leather very 
damp, and the Butchers, by cutting and flaſhing the Hides and Skins, render them diſad- 
vantageous both to the Cordwainers and Wearers of the Shoes; that the Petitioners are of- 
ten obliged to buy and work up ſuch Leather, bad as it is, or let a Number of Hands be 
idle, to the Ruin of themſelves and Families; that the Petitioners are informed, that ſeve- 
ral Gentlemen, juſtly diſſatisfied with the Shoes made in Philadelphia, on Account of the 
Badneſs of the Leather, ſend to Europe for their Shoes, which Practice; if continued, will

WV your Committee have examined the within Account, and finding the Sums therein 
charged, for Purchaſe of Wheat and Flour, ſo large, without aſcertaining the 
Quantity of each Article, or the Number of Indians which have, from Time to Time, been 
ſettled at Auchwick ; and on a Calculation of the Wheat at Three Shillings and Six-pence per 
Buſhel, and Indian Corn at Two Shillings per Buſhel, it will amount to near five Pounds of 
Flour for each Perſon, per Day, ſuppoſing the Number to be Two Hundred, computing 
five Months from the . Twenty-fiftth of November laſt, which we think a very high 
Charge. We are therefore of Opinion, that the ſaid George Croghan ought to furniſh us 
with an Account of the Number of Iudians which have been at Auchwick from the Com- 
mencement of this Account ; alſo the particular Account of the Quantity of Wheat and 
Corn purchaſed for them, with proper Vouchers. for the ſame, before we allow this Ac- 
count: And we are further of Opinion, that as the Seaſon is now advancing, it will be 
moſt proper for the Indians to remove to a Place called French'Town, fituate on a Branch 
of the River Saſquebanna, where they may be able to plant and hunt for themſelyes, and if 
it ſhould be found neceſſary to furniſh them with future Aſſiſtance for their Subſiſtance, it 
may be done at a far leſs Expence to the Government, Which we ſubmit to the Houſe.

Benefit of the - Cordwainers, and Commonalty of the Province of Pennſylvania: And 
ſeveral of the Cord wainers, ſubſcribed to the Petition preſented to the Honourable Houſe, 
have been, to our certain Knowledge, ſo over-ſtock'd with Leather, that they have expoſed 
it to publick Sale from Day to Day: And as their aſſuming the Office of Dictators, charging

This unfortunate and un- 
expected Change in our Affairs will deeply affect every one of His Majeſty's Colonies, but 
none of them in ſo ſenſible a Manner as this Province, which, having no Militia, is thereby 
left expoſed to the cruel Incurſions of the French, and their barbarous Indians, who delight 
in ſhedding human Blood, and who make no Diſtinction as to Age or Sex,——as to thoſe 
that are armed againſt them, or fuch as they can ſurprize in their peaceful Habitations-— 
all are alike the ObjeQs of their Cruelty, laughtring the tender Infant and frighted 
Mother with equal Joy and Fierceneſs. To ſuch Enemies, ſpurred on by the native Cru» 
elty of their Tempers, encouraged by their late Succeſs, and having now no Army to fear, 
are the Inhabitants of this Province expoſed——and by ſuch muſt we now expect to be 
over-run, if we do not immediately prepare for our own Defence ; nor ought we to con- 
ru. ourſelves with this, but reſolve to drive and confine the French to their own juſt 
imits. 8 | 


* This, Gentlemen, however gloomy the preſent Appearance of Things may be, is cer- 
tainly in the Power of the Britiſb Colonies to do; and this is not only their trueſt and 
moſt laſting Intereſt, but their higheſt Duty. The Eaſtern Governments have already 
gone a great Way towards removing that faithleſs but active People from their Borders; let 
us follow the noble Example they have ſet us, ſhew ourſelves worthy of the Name of 
Engliſhmen, and, by a vigorous Fxertion of our Strength, diſlodge the Enemy from our 
Frontiers, and ſecure the future Peace and Safety of the Province; for we may aſſure 
ourſelves, that while they poſſeſs the Countries they have unjuſtly ſeized, we never ſhall

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On the econd. it may be ſufficient to obſerve, that the poſitive Law of this Province, 
Hinted at hy the Goyernar, as exempting the Proprietaries Eſtates from Taxes, is no other 
kr the Law: for 115 County Rates and Levies, which are in the ſame Act appropriated 
to Purpoſes for which; the Proprietaries could not reaſonably be charged; ſuch as the Pay- 
ment of Aſſemblymens Wages, and of the Rewards for killing of Wolves, Crows, Foxes, 
wich other Matters mote immediately for the Peoples Benefit; it is not, as the Governor 
would inſinuate, a general conſtitutional, Law of the Province, made to enforce a natural 
Right, but is, confined to County Affairs, and has no Relation to Provincial Taxes, eſpecially 
to ſuch as ate intended for the Benefit and Advantage of the Proprietary Eſtate more than of 
any other Eſtate in the Province; which will be evident to the Governor, on his peruſing 
it with the ſmalleſt Degree of Attention. Tis true it is, as the Governor calls it, a pofitive 
Law, ſo far as it extends; but to apply it to the preſent Caſe, ſeems inconſiſtent with both 
Equity and Reaſon. We have likewiſe a/pg/tive Law, that the Peoples Repreſentatives ſhall 
apo of the Peoples Money, and this ſeems to us conſiſtent generally with Reaſon and na- 
tural Right; bot does the Governor think that, becauſe it is a poſitive Law, it ought to be 
extended to all Caſes in Government?

On the Whole, we beg the Governor would again calmly and ſeriouſly confider our Bill, 
to which End we once more ſend it up to him, We know that without his Aſſent the Mo- 
ney cannot be raiſed, nor the good Ends ſo earneſtly defired and expected from it be obtain 
ed, and we fear his Reſolution to refuſe it.”

How odious muſt it be to a ſenſible manly Pegple, to find him who ought to be 
their Father and Protector, taking Advantage of Publick Calamity and Diſtreſs, and their 
Tenderneſs for their bleeding Country, to force down their Throats Laws of Impoſition, 
abhorrent to common Juſtice and common Reaſon ! Why will the Governor make himfelf 
the hateful Inſtrument of reducing a free People to the abject State of Vaſſalage of de- 

' priving us of thoſe Liberties, which have given Reputation to our Country throughout the 

| orld, and drawn Inhabitants from the remoteſt Parts of to enjoy. them ? Liberties 
not only granted us of Favour, but of Right; Liberties which in Effect we have bought 
and paid for, ſince we have not only performed the Conditions on which they were granted, 
but have actually given higher Prices for our Lands on their Account; ſo that the Proprietaty 
Family have been doubly paid for them, in the Value of the Lands, and in the Increaſe of 
Rents with Increaſe of People: Let not our Affections be torn in this Manner from a Fa- 
mily we have long loved and honoured ! Let that novel Doctrine, hatched by their miſta- 
ken Friends, that Privileges granted to promote the Settlement of.a Country, are to be 
abridged when the Settlement is obtained, iniquitous as it is, be deteſted as it deſerves, and 
baniſhed from all our publick Councils; and let the Harmony, ſo effential to the Welfare of 
both Governors and Governed, be once again reſtored; fince it can never be more neceſſary 
to our Affairs than in their preſent melancholy Situation.

As to the Validity of prohibitory Clauſes in the Proprietary Commiſſions, I am not for- 
tunate enough to comprehend the Force of your Reaſonings upon this Head, which are 
drawn from the fourth Section of the Royal Charter; for tho? by that Charter Power is 
given to the Proprietaries, their Deputies and Lieutenants, to make Laws, yet it does not 
alter the Relation which by Law ſubſiſts between a Principal and his Deputy, the Inten- 
tion of the Charter in that Particular, being no other than to impower Mr. Penn, and 
his Heirs, to adminifter the Government by his and their Lieutenant or Deputy, which be-

Inconſiſtency in ſuppoſing he can both pay and receive. I take the Clauſe you mention to 
have no other Meaning than to appropriate Part of the Revenues of the Crown to one pub- 
lick Uſe, which were before appropriated to another: For I muſt obſerve to you, that the 
King can have no private Eſtate, but from the Dignity of his Office holds his Lands in

* muſt acknowledge, Gentlemen, that theſe are ſounding Words ; but what Inſtances among 
the many can you give of that aſſuming Behaviour in your preſent Proprietaries? Have 
they ever claimed any Rights or Prerogatives not granted to them by the Royal Charter, 
or reſerved by that of their Father, under which you fit? Can you lay to their Charge, 
during the Courſe of a long Adminiſtration over you, one Act of Injuſtice or Severity ? 
Have they even exerciſed all thoſe Powers which by the Royal Charter they might legally 
do, and to which that Charter requires the People to be obedient ? , On the contrary, . 
they not given up to the People many; Things they had a Right to inſiſt on, and indulged 
them in every Thing that they judged for their Benefit? How juſt is it therefore, Gentle- 
men, to accuſe them of aſſuming Powers and Prerogatives greater than their Royal Ma- 
ſter? Would you turn your Eyes towards your own Conduct, and apply ſome of theſe 
ſignificant Words to yourſelves, you would find them much more applicable than they are 
to the Proprietaries. The Charter under which you act, gives you the Powers and 
Privileges of an Aſſembly, according to the Rights of the Free- born Subjects of England, 
and as is uſual in any of the King's Plantations in America.—This, Gentlemen, is the

a Proviſo in his Commiſſion, reſtricting the Powers granted him by Charter, was void in itſelf ; and 
that if he paſſed a Law contrary to the Proviſo, the Law would be valid, The Relation between 
e the Principal and his Deputy ſtill remains entire; the Deputy is dependant on the Principal, and 
may be removed by him at Pleaſure. But as the Principal cannot give Powers to the Deputy which 
he has not himſelf, ſo neither can he le ſſen the Powers given to the Deputy by the Charter, If. the 
Proprietary can, by Prohibitory Clauſes in his Commiſſion, reſtrain the Deputy from paſſing any one 
Law which otherwiſe he had Power by the Charter to paſs, he may by the ſame Rule reſtrain him 
from paſſing every Law, and ſo the Deputy would be no Deputy. That the Charter makes the Pro- 
prietary . civilly anſwerable for what is done in the Province by their Lieutenants,'* we conceive to be 
a Miſtake. The Proprietary is, by the Charter, made anſwerable for any Miſdemeanour that he him- 
ſelf ſhall commit, or by any wilful Default or Neglect permit, againſt the Laws of Trade and Naviga- 
tion. But if the Deputy commits a Miſdemeanour, which the Proprietary does not permit, through 
his own tvilful Default or Neglect, we preſume he is not anſwerable for ſuch Miſdemeatiout by the \ 
Charter and leſs, in Reaſon, now, thati when the Charter was given; as by an Act of Parliament 

of later Date, every Deputy appointed by the Proprietary, muſt, before he can act as ſuch, receive 

the Royal Approbation. The very Nature and Reaſon of the Thing, moreover, ſeems to us to ſhow, - 

that a Deputy to do a Thing, ſhould have all the Powers of the Principal neceſſaty for doing that 
Thing; and every Lieutenant or Deputy Governor, is, by the Nature of his Office, and the Reaſon . 

of his Appointment,, to ſupply or hold the Place of a Governor. But the Royal Charter being ſo ex- 

preſs and plain in the Point, leaves us under no Neceſſity of inveſtigating this Truth by Reaſon. Should 

our Conſtituents, when they choſe us to repreſent them in Aſſembly, not only inſtru& us, but even rake 

Bonds of us, that we ſhould aſſent to no Law for the better and more effectual Recovery of the Proprietary 
Quitrents, if ſuch a Law were required of us, or thought neceſſary by the Governor: Would he 

think ſuch Prohibitions or Bonds valid?

The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, that he cannot help obſerving, that we formetly uſed the ſame Ar- 
guments againſt the Validity of Royal Inſtructions. We have all due Reſpect and Deference for 
Royal Inſtructions; the King has not any where a more dutiful and loyal People; but what does the 
Governor intend by the V aLipity of Inſtructions? Does he mean that they are Laws in the Colonies ? 
And if the Royal Inſtructions were ſuch, does it follow that Proprietary Inſtructions have the ſame

e were to have the Choice of the Lands, in Preference to all others, with every Thing elſe that could 
reduce the Offer to a Certainty, which there was no Neceſſity of doing in a Meſſage to us, barely 
** mentioning the Thing, and recommending to us to grant an Aid to thoſe that ſhould become Set- 
te tlers.” It is remarkable how ſlowly and gradually this generous Offer is ſqueezed out. We never 
heard a Word of it during all the Time of General Braddock's Expedition, for which Recruits were 
raiſed both in this and the neighbouring Colonies, tho? the Governor bfought over with hitn, and had 
in his Pocket all the while, that * certain Power of Attorney, called a Commiſſion of Property, to which 
we are referred for his Powers of making the Offer. But as ſoon as the Houſe had voted to raiſe 
Fifty. Thouſand Pounds by a Tax on all the Eſtates in the Province, real and perſonal, down comes a 
Meſſage, containing a Propoſal to grant Lands to the Soldiers who ſhould engage in the Expedition; 
a Propoſal made with a good Intention, as the Governor ſays ; that is, with an Intention to get the Pro- 
prietary Eſtate exempted from the Tax, by ſeeming to offer an Equivalent in another Manner; but 
worded in the moſt cautious Terms, as became an Offer made without Authority; and ſo as indeed 
to offer Nothing that could affect the Proprietary ; for the Quitrent to be reſerved, not —_ aſcer- 
tained, but left in the Proprietary*s Breaſt, he might, when the Patents were to iſſue, demand 
a Quitrent greater than the Worth of the Land. This being obſerved, and talked of, we had ano- 
ther Meſſage, intimating that the Quitrent to be reſerved ſhould be only the common Quitrent of Four 
Shillings and Two-pence Sterling, per 100 Acres, But ſtill the Land was no otherwiſe deſcribed 
than as Weſt of the Allegheny Mountains; leaving the Proprietary at Liberty, after the Conqueſt 
ſhould be made, to pick out, according to the modern Practice, all the beſt Lands for himſelf and 
his Friends, and offer the Adventurers ſuch as they would be ſure not to accept of under that Rent. 
---And this being pointed out, we are now told, ** that a future Proclamation is to give them the 
* Croicsx of the beſt Lands; but it was not neceſſary to mention this to us in a Meſſage recommend- 
« ing to us the Granting an Aid to thoſe Settlers.” If we were to grant Aids to the Settlers on 
Proprietary Lands, was it- not- proper for us, .as Guardians of the People, to know the Terms on 
whick they were to hazard their Lives, and ſee that thoſe Terms were good in themſelves, and the 
Offer duly aſcertained ?-----We conceive, may it pleaſe the Governor, that whenever we grant an Aid 
for the Encouragement of ſuch Settlers, it will be proper to have the Terms aſcertained by the ſame 
Law, and not left to the JO Effect of a Proclamation thereafter to be made. by a Governor, 
in the Proprietary*s Behalf, without any apparent Power for fo doing. If the Offer is well meant, a 
Law to aſcertain it cannot hurt the Proprietaries: The Recovery of the Country, and the Settlement of 
the Lands, are two diſtinct Things.

was it ever known that any People came from Yirginia to purchaſe here, on account of the ſuperior. 
Goodneſs. or Convenience of our Lands? On the contrary; have not many Thouſands of Families 


gone from hence thither, and within theſe few. Years ſettled fifteen or twenty new Counties in that Co- 
lony ?- Have not Thouſands likewiſe left us to ſettle in Carolina? Had not the exorbitant Price at 


that Price, driven theſe People from among us, this Province would at this Day have been in a much 
more flouriſhing Condition. Our Number of Inhabitants and our Trade would, in all Probability, 


have been double; we ſhould have been more able to defend the Proprietary's Eſtate and pay his 


Tax for him, and poſſibly more willing: But they are gone, and gone for ever, and Numbers are go- 
ing after -them !----And if the new Politicks prevail, and our diſtinguiſhing Privileges are one by one 
to be taken from us, we may, without the Gift of Prophecy, venture to foretel, that the Province 
will ſoon empty itſelf much fafter than it ever filled. as 


In fine, this Offer was in Fact a mere Illuſion, intended firſt to impoſe on the Aſſembly, and then 
on the People ; it was likewiſe to figure with at Home in the Eyes of the Miniſtry, --We diſcovered 
the Deception, and the Governor is offended that we did not keep the Secret.

We are in the next Place told by the Governor, © that we take a . nice Diſtinction between the 
„ Proprietary as Owner of Land, and the Proprietary as chief Governor, and ſay, we do not tax him 
as Governor, but as a Land-holder and Fellow- ſubject. Our Words are, We do not propoſe 


“ to tax him as Governor, c.“ but the Governor by carefully omitting the Word propoſe, in his 


Quotation, gives himſelf an Opportunity of expatiating on the Abſurdity and Inſolence of our invert- 
ing the Order of Things, and aſſuming a Power to tax the Proptietaries, ** under whom, he is 
«© pleaſed to ſay, we derive the Power of acting as an Aſſembly.” Had the Word propoſe been ho- 
y left in its Place, there would have been no Room for all this Declamation ; and the Demand, 
How came vou by @ Right to tax them ? might have well been ſpared ; ſince, tho' we as an Aſſembly 
have no Right to tax the Proprietary Eſtate, yet the Proprietary and Aſſembly together have ſurely 
ſuch a Right; and as he is preſent © by his own particular Repreſentative the Governor, we may 
have a Right to propoſe ſuch a Thing to him, if we think it reaſonable, Eſpecially ſince we do not, 
as the Governor imagines we do, derive our Power of acting as an Aſſembly from the Proprietary, 
but from the ſame Royal Charter, that impowers him to act as Governor, | 1

We had been told in a former Meſſage, that the Proprietary ought to be exempt from Taxes, for 
he was a Governor, and Governors were exempt by the Nature of their Office: We reply'd, that he 
govern us, but the Province ſupported his Lieutenant to 'do that Duty for him. On this the 
Governor now makes the following Obſervation, ** It may be very true, as you ſay, that the Proprie- 
„ taries do not govern you; but that is not owing to any Want of a legal Authority in them, but 
from another Cauſe, that I need not mention here. We were reproached in the Beginning of this 


Meſſage, as playing with Words; and the Governor, it ſeems, has now caught the Infection. The 


Reaſon we gave why the Proprietary could not be faid to govern us, was a plain One ; but the Gover- 
nor inſinuates ſome other Cauſe without explaining it, that there may be Room for the Reader's Imagi- 
nation to make it any Thing or every Thing that is bad. We diſlike theſe dark Innuendoes, and 
ſhall. ſpeak our Minds openly. It may be thought rude and unpolite, perhaps, but it is at leaſt 
fair and honeſt, and may prevent Mifunderſtandings. If therefore the preſent Proprietaries do not 
govern us, it is becauſe they never aſſumed the Government in their own Perſons, but, as we ſaid 
does not govern, us, it is not becauſe we are ungo- 
vernable or rebellious, as he would inſinuate, nor for Want of ſufficient Power in his Hands by the 
Conſtitution ; but becauſe he has not that Spirit of Government, that Skill, and thoſe Abilities; that

© have a double Capacity, as Biſhop or Dean, Cc. We preſume that our Proprietaries hold the 
Manors they have laid out to themſelyes, and the other Lands they may have repurchaſed in their Pro- 
vince, in their private Capacities, as Thomas Penn, or Richard Penn, and not in their Capacity of 
chief Governor. ------The Governor is pleaſed to allow, © that one Reaſon why the King's Fee Farm 
<« Rents are taxed in England, may be, that the Land Tax ſhould not fall heavier upon other Lands in by 
ic the ſame Diſtrict. It ſeems to us a good Reaſon, and to hold as well in our Caſe. For ſhould the 
Proprietaries go on encreaſing their already enormous Eſtate, fue and recover all their Mortgages, add 
Field to Field, and make Purchaſe after Purchaſe, till the Number of Freeholders in the Province is 
reduced to a Handful ; Can it be thought reaſonable that every Eſtate as it comes into their Hands 
ſhall be exempt from Taxes, and the Burden of ſupporting the Government; and defending the Pro- 
vince, thrown all upon the Remainder ? And yet this mult be the Caſe if our Diſtinction has, as the 
Governor ſays, no Exiſtence in Law or Reaſon. | |

The Governor denies that the Fees and Perquiſites he enjoys are paid for Support of Government; 
they are, he ſays, only moderate Fees conſented to be fixed by Law, as Confiderations for the Bu- 
ce ſineſs done; and the Publick-houſe Licences, which are the chief of them, were originally granted 
« by Charter.” This latter Aſſertion is quite unintelligible to us. We can find no ſuch Grant in the 
Royal Charter, nor can we conceive how the Proprietary can grant a Fee to himſelf by his own Char- 
ter. . The Governor is a. Stranger here, and may be unacquainted with the Riſe and Eſtabliſhment of 
what is called the Support of Government among us. He will therefore permit us to relate it to him, as 

we have received it from our Anceſtors, and find Traces of it on our Records. When: the firft Set- 
tlers purchaſed Lands froꝶ the Proprietary, he demanded, beſides the Conſideration Money, that a 
Quitrent ſhould be reſerved and paid to him and his Heirs yearly for ever. They objected againſt this 
as a diſagreeable and unreaſonable Encumbrance z but were told, that the Proprietary being alſo Gover- 
nor, though he took the Purchaſe Money for the Land as Proprietary, he reſerved the Quitrents to 
be paid for his Support as Governor; for that Government muſt be ſupported, and theſe Quitrents 
would be the moſt equal and eaſy Tax, and prevent the Neceſſity of other Taxes for that Purpoſe here, 
as they did in the King's Government of Virginia. Theſe Reaſons induced them to acquieſce in it.--But 
the Proprietaries Affairs calling him to reſide in England, and the Quitrents, then but few, being all 
wanted to ſupport him there, a I ĩeutenant Governor became neceſſary, and alſo a Support for that 
Lieutenant, as the Proprietary, through the Neceſſity of his Affairs, was unable to ſupport him. The 
Publick-houſe Licences and other Licenees and Fees were pitched upon for this ſecond Support, and by 
rpetual Laws were given to the Governor for the Time being.----But Governors, a Sort of Officers 
not eaſily ſatisfied with Salary, complaining that theſe were inſufficient to maintain ſuitably the Dignity 
of their Station, occaſional Preſents were added from Time to Time; and thoſe at Length came to 
be expected as of Right, which, if conceded to, and eſtabliſhed by, the People, would have made 
a third Support.----Our Situation at this Time is, that the preſent Proprietaries claim, and enjoy the 
Quitrents (which were the fr Support) as Part of their private Eſtate, and draw them to England 
where they reſide, remote from their Government, ſupplying their Place here by a Lieutenant. The 
Lieutenant takes and enjoys the Licence Money, and other Perquiſites, which were the ſecond Support, 
and though he has from Thirty Shillings to Three Pounds for writing his Name only (the Secretary be- 
ing paid Six Shillings beſides for the Licence and Seal) ſays, they are only moderate Fees in Conſideration 
for Buſineſs done. And now if we do not regularly give thofe additional Preſents, which were only the 
Marks of our Good-will, and Tokens of the Satisfaction we had in a Governor's Adminiſtration ; 
every Thing elſe that a Governor enjoys is forgot, and we are charged both at Home and Abroad 
with the heinous Crime of preſuming to withbold the Support of Government.---Thus we ſee how ſoon 
Cuſtom may become a Law, how thirſty a Thing Power is, and how hard to be ſatisfied. ** Claims, 
as the Governor ſays, will never be wanting, and if the People will give © whenever they are re- 
% quired*” to give, they may ſoon be © ſtripped of every Thing they have a Right to enjoy.“ 


The Governor is pleaſed to acquaint us, that all the Fees and Perquiſites of this Government do not 
amount, communibus Annis, to more than a Thouſand Pounds, meaning, as we ſuppoſe, Sterling Mo- 
ney. This the Governor enjoys fully and freely, and we. never interfere in his Diſpoſition of it, any 
more than in the Proprietaries Diſpoſition of the Quitrents. We think this a handſome Support for a 
Governor; and tho? he calls it only moderate Fees for Buſineſs done; yet if he can earn One Thouſand 
Pounds Sterling a Year in ſuch Fees, the Buſineſs muſt certainly be a good One. 1 


On our ſaying that ſome Proprietaries and Governors of petty Colonies aſſume more Prerogatives 
and Immunities than ever were claimed by their Royal Maſter, the Governor grows warm in Behalf of 
the Proprietaries, and demands, with all the Air of a Perſon conſcious of being in the Right, bat 
Inſtances can you give of that aſſuming Behaviour in your Proprietaries ? We anſwer, The preſent In- 
ſtance z for the King does not claim an Exemption from Taxes for his private Eſtate, as our Proprie- 
taries do. Have they ever claimed any Rights or Prerogatives not granted them by the Royal Charter, or 

reſerved by that of their Father * Yes, The Right of being exempt from Taxes for their Eſtate in 
| | | 8 | Pennhlvania, 
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Pennſylvania, when all their Fellow Subjefts (forthe Propiictaries are Subjects, tho' the Governor 
ſeems to diſdain the Term) both in England and America, not excepting even the Lords and Commons 


THAT VERY ESTATE. This Right is not granted them by the Royal Charter, nor could it be reſerved 
by their Father's Charter. Can you lay to their Charge one Inſtance of Injuſtice or Severity? This is an 
Act of Injuſtice and Severity, to infiſt that the People ſhall not be allowed to raiſe Money for their 
own Defence, without they will agree to defend the Proprietary Eſtates gratis. If this be comply'd 
with, and the War continues, what ſhall hinder them another Year, when the Fifty Thouſand Pounds 


is expended, to require, that before we are allowed to raiſe another Sum for the ſame Purpoſe, we ſhall 


agree not only to defend their Lands, but to plough them: For this their Lieutenant may alledge the 
< Uſage: and Cuſtom in Germany,” and put us in Mind, that we are chiefly Germans. Who can affure 
us, that their appropriated Lands, ſo long 


neceſſary ?; If he- thinks it diſcreet to inſiſt on more, they may ſoon be at his Service. 


We are then deſired to turn our Eyes on our own Conduct, and charged in high Terms with 
* taking _ ourſelves great and mighty Powers ; diſpenſing with poſitive Laws, and claiming a 
„Right of diſpoſing of all Publick Money, a Right of keeping our Proceedings a Secret from the 
«© Crown, with, as the Governor is pleaſed to ſay, many others, unknown ta an Engliſh Conſtitution, 
« and never heard of in the other Plantations.” A round Charge, but not more eaſily made than an- 
ſwered. The Governor allows, that we have all the Powers and Privileges of an Aſſembly, accord- 
ing to the Rights of the Free-born Subjects of England, and as is uſual in any of the King's Plan- 
<< tations in America; and we neither claim nor practice any but what is uſual in ſome or other of 
them. We claim no Right of diſpenſing with Laws.----The Right of diſpoſing of our own Money, 
we think is a natural Right, and we have enjoyed it ever ſince the Settlement of the Province, and 
conſtantly. been in the Exerciſe of it in every Inſtance, except perhaps in a few, where, on extraor- 
dinary Occaſions, we have choſen to make ſpecial Appropriation by a particular Law. It is alſo poſ- 
ſeſſed and practiſed by ſeveral other Aſſemblies. e have moreover the Right of diſpoſing of the 
preſent Revenue by poſitive Laws, which have received the Royal Aﬀent. This natural and legal 
Right, as we contend it is, was never denied us, or called in Queſtion, as. we know of, but by our 
reſent Proprietaries. Their ever hearty Friend, the late Governor's Father, who had lived many 
ears among us, and was ſkilled in our Laws, in a ſolemn Speech, recorded in our Minutes, mentions 
this as one of our Civil Riohrs, among the other Happineſſes of our Conſtitution, with which he 
was thoroughly acquainted. Our inſerting therefore in the Bill a Clauſe, that the Governor ſhould have 
a Voice in the Diſpoſition of the Money intended to be raiſed, was partly in Conſideration that the 
Proprietary was, by the Bill, to contribute in Proportion to his Eſtate, and to avoid unſeaſonable Diſ- , 
putes z--but ſince we are daily more and more convinced that the Governor is no Friend to our Country, 
and takes a Pleaſure in contriving all poſſible Methogs of Expence, to exhauſt our Funds, and diſtreſs our 
Affairs (of which the preſent exorbitant Demand of Five Thouſand Pounds, beſides what we have al- 
ready paid, for cutting a Road, an Undertaking he engaged us in on a Computation of its coſting 
Eight Hundred Pounds, and which if this be due muſt coft us about an Hundred Pounds per Mile) it 
will become us to be more particularly careful how our Publick Money ſhall be expended, when the 


Sums which can be raiſed upon this young Colony muſt fall fo far ſhort of what may become 
abſolutely neceflary for our common Security. 


That we claim a Right of keeping our Proceedings a Secret from the Crown, another of the Go- 
vernor's groundleſs Accuſations, has been twice refuted, and is yet a third Time courageouſly re- 
peated; though all the Province knows that our Votes and Proceedings are every Year printed and 
publiſhed, and have been ſo for theſe Thirty Years paſt and more. Equally groundleſs are the [many 
others] which the Governor forbears to particularize. Could he have thought of one that had the leaſt 
apparent Foundation, he would not have ſpared to mention it. 


Plans and Schemes of aggrandizing ourſelves the Governor has often charged us with, and now re- 
peats the Charge. He affects to conſider us as a permanent Body, or ſome particular Order of People 
in the State, capable of planning and ſcheming for their own particular Advantage, diſtin from that 
of the Province in general. How groundleſs this muſt be, is eaſily conceived, when *tis conſidered, 
that we are pick d out from among the People by their Suffrages, to repreſent them for one Year 
only; which ended, we return again. among the People, and others may be, and often are, choſen 
in our Places. No one of us knows a Day before the Election that he ſhall be choſen, ' and we neither 
bribe nor ſollicit the Voters, but every one votes as he pleaſes, and as privately as he pleaſes, the Elec- 
tion being by written Tickets folded up and put into a Box. What Intereſt can ſuch a Body have, ſe- 
parate from that of the Publick ? What Schemes can a Sett of Men, continually changing, have, or 
what Plans can they form to aggrandize themſelves, or to what Purpoſe ſhould they have or form 
them ? If the little Power allowed us by the Conſtitution was fixed in our particular Families, and to 
deſcend to our Heirs, as the Proprietary Power does in their Family, we might then be ſuſpected of 
theſe aggrandizing Plans and Schemes, with more Appearance of Probability. But if any of us had 
ſuch Schemes, the Want of a ſingle Vote in any Election might totally diſconcert them, there being no 
Tenure more precarious than that by popular Efteem or Favour. 3 | 


The Governor next conſiders what we have ſaid relating to the Act for raifing County Rates and Levies, 
and is pleaſed to ſay, that he does not ſee why the Proprietary Eſtate in each County is not benefit- 


ed in common with other Eftates, and by the ſame Means.“ That the Proprietaries Eſtate ſhould

_ . Wages, appears to us equitable; for it would ſeem unreaſonable to tax an Eſtate to defray their Ex- 
1 | nces, if the Poſſeſſor had no Vote in chuſing a Repreſentative in that Houſe. But we conceive it 

is widely different in a Provincial Tax, where the common Intereſt and Security of all are concerned; 
and yet if the Proprictaries ſhould purchaſe Eſtates which have uſually been taxed by the County Rate 
and Act for that Purpoſe, we preſume thoſe Eſtates, qught to continue to pay their Aſſeſſments. 
It was the Opinion of the Sollicitor General in King WiLLiam's Time, that the Lords had no Right to 
vote in the Elections of a Commoner, becauſe they were not Contributors to the E es of a 
Knight of the Shire or Burgeſs ; and they were not. Contributors to that Expence, — e they were 
of another Houſe. But if they purchaſed Lands which were, before ſuch Purchaſe, chargeable with 
thoſe nces, thoſe Lands ſhould, notwithſtanding that Purchaſe, continue chargeable therewith by 
Law; altho' before the Act, the Lands the Lords were ſeized of, or purchaſed, were excuſed from 
that Charge. But tho? ſuch Lands were excuſed from theſe Rates, will or One from thence alledge, 
that the Lords are exempted from paying the national Taxes ? As for the reſt of the Expences provided 
for by that Act, we thought, as the Proprietary cultivated no Lands in any of the Counties, but let 
them lie for a Market, he had probably no Sheep that might ſuffer by Wolves, Poultry by Foxes, or 
| Corn by Crows and Blackbirds, c. and therefore might reaſonably be excuſed from thoſe Taxes that 
were to raiſe Money to deſtroy ſuch Vermin. But on farther Conſideration, we are willing to give up 
that Point to the Governor, and agree that their Eſtates may on other Conſiderations be equally bene- 
' - fited; concluding withal, that they ought therefore equally to pay. For as to the Conditions of Conſent 
the Governor mentions, they are merely imaginary, tho* the Governor ſpeaks of them with the ſame 
apparent Aſſurance as if he had the Contract between the then Governor and Aſſembly under Hand 
and Seal in his Poſſeſſion. The exempting Proviſo in that Act, the Governor ſays, is declarative 
of the Rights of the Proprietaries Station, of which the People in general might be ignorant. Be it 
ſo then; and let us ſee what are the Words: Provided alſo, that the. Proprietary and Governor s pro-

There is in the ſame Act an Exemption from the ſame Tax, of all © unſettled Tracts or Parcels of 
Land,“ belonging to any Perſon whatſoever. Is this too, declarative of the Right of fuch Landbolders 
Station, and does it expreſly declare, that thoſe Gentlemen are not liable to Taxes ?** If fo, why did 
not the Governor object to that Part of our Bill likewiſe, which propoſes to tax all located Lands, on 
this Occaſion, whether ſettled or unſettled. Thoſe plain Words, The Proprietary Eftate ſhall not be 
liable to be rated by Virtue of TH Ad, muſt be ſtretched on the Rack before they can be extended, as 
the Governor extends them, to a general Declaration, that the Proprietary Eſtate is not liable to

The Governor . cannot eaſily conceive, he is pleaſed to ſay, that a Negative upon a Choice is 
Half that Choice, or indeed any Part of it.”

That our Meſſage of the Nineteenth of Auguſt was a very tedious” One to the Governor 
we make no Doubt. It muſt have been ſo in the Matter, and might probably be ſo in the 
Manner. There was too much Truth in it, and too little Flattery. We ſuppoſe too, that 
the Taſk of anſwering it might be as tedious as the Meſlage itſelf; ſince, to ſhorten the 
Work, he has paſſed over a Number of the moſt important Points, and all our Reaſonings upon 
them, without attempting an Anſwer. And we think he cannot juſtly complain of Want 
of Time to anſwer that Meſſage, ſince we fat four Days after delivering it, adjourned for 
near four Weeks, and had been met again nine Days before we received the Anſwer, which, 
now we have it, we find to be ſuch an one as might have been made in a few Hours. But 
had our Meſſage really been - filled with the groſſeſt Calumny and Abuſe,” as the Governor 
ſays it was, we cannot think, with the Governor, that it would therefore have been © beneath

Our Predeceſ- 
ſors may in ſome few Inſtances have waved that Right, but they have never given it up, nor 
will, as we hope, thoſe that ſhall ſucceed us; We truſt they will rather be more cautious of 
ſuffering ſuch dangerous Precedents, when they ſee how fond Governors are of ſeizing the 
Advantage for diminiſhing our Privileges, | 


We agree with the Gal that what we have ſaid as to his Offer of Lands to the 
Weſtward, will not hinder unprejudiced Men from ſeeing it in its true Light; we think our 
Remarks have rather contributed to that End, and even aſſiſted thoſe that might before be 

rejudiced: But are at a Loſs to conceive how either the Prejudiced or Unprejudiced could 
be convinced” the Offer was made under a proper Authority,” when neither of the Go- 
vernor's Commiſſions, not even that which he calls the Foundation of Property, gave

* of Publick Money.” To this we beg Leave to anſwer, that though we are not ſo abſurd 4 


as to deſign a Democracy,” of which the Governor is pleaſed to accuſe us; yet in this

the Minds of the People, particularly the Germans, that the Government have Deſigns to 
** abridge them of their Privileges, and to reduce them to a State of Slavery, That this 
% may, and will, alienate their Affections from his Majeſty's Government, and deſtroy that 
Confidence in the Crown and its Delegates, which, at this Time, is particularly neceſſary, 


Attempts upon this Continent, as they cannot be in worſe Circumſtances under them, 
than we have taught them to expect from the King's Government,” And a little lower 
he tells us, © that we ſcruple not to ſtir up his Majeſty's Subjects againſt his Government, 
* forgetting all Duty to our Sovereign, and all Decency to thoſe in Authority under him.” 
Theſe are very heavy Charges indeed! But can the Governor poſſibly expect that any body 
will believe them? Can he even believe them himſelf ?——— We can indeed truly ſay it 
with Confidence, and the Governor may, if he pleaſes, call it“ our uſual Confidence,” that 
there is not a more dutiful, loyal and affectionate People to any Prince on Earth, than are 
the People, not only of this Colony, but of all the other Britiſp Colonies in America, to 
the beſt of Kings, his preſent Majeſty ; and we cannot therefore forbear to ſay, that this 
Charge is a virulent Calumny, deſtitute of all Truth and Probability. But what muſt we 
do to pleaſe this kind Governor, who takes ſo much Pains to render us obnoxious to our So- 
vereign, and odious to our Fellow Subjects? Muſt we bear ſilently all theſe Abuſes? Tis 
too hard. But if we deny his Accuſations, and prove them falſe, this he calls forgetting 
all Decency to our Governor; and if we complain of his Treatment, that is * ſtirring 
up his Majeſty's Subjects againſt his Government. No, may it pleaſe the Governor, we 
make a wide Diſtinction between the King's Government, and the Governor's Conduct; 
and we have Reaſon. Every Deputy Governor is not the Prince, and ſome are very in- 
different Repreſentatives of him. Every Diſlike of a Governor's Behawiour is not a Diſlike of 
Government; nor every Cenſure of a Governor, Diſaffection to the King. And indeed the 
more a People love their Prince and admire his Virtues, the leſs they muſt eſteem a Gover- 
nor who acts unlike him. | | 3% 


That there is a Deſign in the Proprietaries and Governor, to abridge the People here of 
their Privileges, is no Secret. The Proprietaries have avowed it in their Letter to the Houſe, 
dated London, March 2, 1741. The Doctrine that it is neceſſary, is publickly taught in their 
Brief State; and the Governor himſelf has told us, that we have more than is ſuitable for a de- 
pendent Colony. It is theſe Proceedings that give Jealouſy to the People, but do not how- 
ever alienate their Affections from +55 Majefty's Government, though they may from the Pro- 
prietaries. Their Confidence in the Crown” is as great as ever; but when the Delegates 
of Power are continually abuſing and calumniating the People, it is no wonder if they. loſe 
all © Confidence” in ſuch Delegates. - 


and. render all the Foreigners among us very indifferent as to the Succeſs of the French 


The Governor can think himſelf at Liberty to tell us, That * we ſtir up his Majeſty's 


* Subjects againſt his Majeſty's Government, forgetting all Duty to our N ;” and 
yet if we only tell him, that the Difficulties he meets with, are not owing to thoſe Cauſes, 
which indeed have no Exiſtence, but to his own Want of Skill and Abilities for his Station, 
he takes it extreamly amifs, and ſays, we forget all Decency to thoſe in Authority.” We 
are apt to think there is likewiſe ſome Decency due to the Aſſembly, as a Part of the Govern- 
ment, and though we have not, like the Governor, had a Courtly Education, but are plain 
Men, and muſt be very imperfect in our Politeneſs, yet we think we have no Chance of im- 
Proving by his Example ——Skill and Abilities to govern, we apprehend fall to the Share 
of few; they may poſſibly be acquired by Study and Practice, but are not infuſed into a Man 
with his Commiſſion ; he may without them be a wiſe and able Man in other Affairs, and 2 
very good and honeſt Man in general. But thoſe who ſtir up his Majeſty's Subjects 
* againſt his Government, and forget all Duty to their Sovereign, as the Governor ſays we 
do, muſt be Traitors and Rebels, a Character that includes the higheſt Folly with the 
greateſt Wickedneſs. The World will judge which of theſe Charges is moſt decent, as well 
as moſt true, and we ſhall leave it to their Judgment, „ 1

Hence it happened, that the Wages being o 


no more obliged to do it without ſuch Neceſſity, than to tax for building Court-houſes when 
they have them already built, or to repair them when they need no Repairs; or to pay for 
Wolves Heads when none are killed, As to the other Charge of not keeping the Borrowers 
in the -Loan-Office ſtrictly up to their yearly Payments as the Law required, we beg Leave to 
ſay, that we cannot think this Houle is ſtrictly accountable. for all the Faults of their, any 
more than the Governor for the Faults of his, Predeceſſors; nor that every Forbearing to 
execute a Law is properly called diſpenſing with Law. It it were, the Executive Power 
in moſt Governments is greatly chargeable with the ſame Offence, For our Parts, whom 
the Governor is pleaſed to load with this Charge, we did in May laſt expreſly order the 
Truſtees to uſe the ytmoſt of their Care and Diligence to collect the outſtanding Quota's, 
and, to quicken them, drew Orders on them nearly for the Amount; but as a ſevere Exe- 
cution of that Law would in ſome Caſes have been extremely injurious, as the Evil had been 
almoſt imperceptibly growing, and gradually ſtole upon the Aſſemblies in a long Courſe of 


Years ; and as a ſudden Sale of all delinquent Eſtates to recover their reſpective Quotas, 


would have been the Ruin of many; and no Depreciation of the Money or other conſi- 


derable Inconvenience has followed the Forbearance, we conceive that former Truſtees and 


Aſſeinblies, who gained nothing to themſelves by this - Indulgence. of the People, tho' not 
free from Blame, deſerve a leſs ſevere Cenſute than the Governor is diſpoſed to beſtow upon 
them. The Charge perhaps amounts to little more than this, that they did not exact from 
the People the Payments that by Law they. ought to have exacted; which the Governor calls 
diſpenſing with a Law : They are not, however, chargeable with Exacting Money from the 
People which by Law they had no Right to exact, as we apprehend the Governor does, in 
the Fees for Marriage Licences, by which many Thouſand Pounds have been drawn from the 
Inhabitants of this Province. It this be not diſpenſing with Lau, tis making Law, and we 
preſume the Governor alone has no more Right to do the one, than the Aſſembly alone the 
other.—The laſt of this String of Charges, that we have taken upon us to adminiſter-the 
« Affirmation to our Clerk, and ſeveral of our Members not Quakers” is a total Miftake in 
Point of Fact. As an Aſſembly we diſclaim any Right of adminiftring either an Affit ma- 


tion or an Oath ; and have never adminiſtered an Oath or Affirmation to our Clerk, or any 


Member ; but whenever an Oath or Affirmation is adminiſtred in the Houſe, it is done by 
a Juſtice of the Peace. "And our Members are always qualified according to Law. 


The Governor is pleaſed to ſay, we have often mentioned what we have done to pro-

“ From the very Principles therefore (ſays the Governor) of the Britiſh Conſtitution; you have no 
Right to tax them as Freeholders, or Fellow Subjects.“ But all this Kind of Reaſoning ſerves only to 
caſe us from the whole Force of it, and leaves the Governor to diſpute the Principles of the Britiſh 
Conſtitution with a Britiſbd Houſe of Commons, before whom he will undoubtedly think it his Duty to 
produce ſtronger Arguments than theſe. The Falacy of this Manner of Reaſoning is very obvious. 


The Knights, Citizens arid Burgeſſes, repreſent the whole Commons of England ; but the Peers are 
— in Parliament for themſelves only: As it would be unjuſt to tax the Peers if they had no Re 


entation in the Legiſlature, by which they might give their Conſent; ſo it would be equally unjuſt to 


tax the Proprietary Eſtate here, without his Aſſent by his Repreſentative the Governor. 
The Peers and our Proprietaries have their Negatives upon all Bills; but the Equity of taxing 
themſelves, as well as all others, for their common Safety and Defence, induces the Lords to give 
their Aſſent to Bills offered to them for that Purpoſe; and no doubt the ſame Equity ought to be 
equally binding on our Proprietaries : And it may be hoped, that all Reſtrictions, by which their De- 
duty is diſabled from diſcharging his Duty, will, in due Time, be conſidered by our Superiors. Our 

roprietaries, I preſume, have no Right to vote for our Repreſentatives, tho* they are certainly 
Landholders in this Province: And under this Conſideration they are exempted from paying Aſſem- 
blymeris Wages by our County Rate and Levy Act.
